SURPRISE ANNOUNCEMENTS 

MARK END TO SAN QUENTIN 6 
TRIAL TESTIMONY 


[San Kafuel, Calif.) - Two major 
surprise announcements marked 
the San Quentin 6 trial here Jast 
week, cuimirmting in an end to 
teslimony in the 15-moiUh-old 
proceedings, the longest crimmal 
trial in Califomia state history. 

First, last Tuesday morning, 
attorney Frank Cox, the know- 
ledgeable public defender repre- 
senting San Quentin 6 defendant 
David Johnson, declared that he 
and his cliënt were “well satisfied 
that the evidence now before this 
jury does justify an acquittal for 
all charges pending/' On that 
solemn note, direct testimonv in 



the case came to an end since 
Johnson was the last of the six 
Black and Brown prison activist 
defendants scheduïed to present 
his case. 

Then. On Thursday. Assistant 
Morin Counly District Attorney 
Jerry Herman stunned the cotirl- 
roóm by annoimcing that he dïd 
not Entend to call any rebuttal 
wïtnesses lo the stand. U had 
been expected that Herman 
wollid, in fact, have called a long 
iine of rebuttal witneases to the 
stand, both to strengthen his 
weak pmsecution and to at tempt 
to overeome the se veraf de va s tal¬ 
ing witnesses who testified for 
the defense.

increase inflation even more. 

Once again the poor and

May 31,1870 

On May 31, 1870, following 
the Civl War, tlie first of a series 
of Enforcement Acts (Ku Klux 
Klan Acts) put federal decüons 
in the hands of federaJ officials, 
The act also guaranteed civil and 
political rights of freedmen 
through federal courLs.

Ms. Torres' lawyers chnrged 
thal the grand jury — oslensibly 
cstabHsbed to investïgate severa] 
bomibing incidents aünbuted to 
the Arnied Forees of Puerto Ricün 
National Liberation (FALN) — ia 
being used as a "fishing expedi- 
tion" to persecute mombers of 
the Puerto Kican Socialist Party 
and supporters of Puerto Rican 
independence.

VIOLATION OF 

Ei.O.C. Deliberately 
Sabotaged Bias 
Complaints 

fNew York, N.YJ - The Equal 
Employrnem Üpportunities 
Comtnission (EEOC) has been 
charged with the deüberate 
sabotage of the rights of workers 
who have filed complaints with 
the COirimissi o n against racist 
and biosed employers. according 
to a recent Guardian feaLuro. 

OtSginated Sn 1964 as a pro* 
visïon of the Equal Emptoyment 
Opportünities Act of I964 T EEÖC 
was desïgrned to combat discrimi* 
muion by emptoyers against 
Black peopie. other minórilies 
and wamen. However, since that 
time, EEOC has proven to be 
more a collaborator than a 
walchdog in cases involvmg racial 
bias. 

Recently, Black Congressruun 
Augustus Hawkins, head of the 
House SubcommittéC' on Equal 
Employtnent Opportuniities, said 
at a hearing tb at EEOC records 
show a backlog of 120,000 dis- 
criihination complaints waiting to 
be processed, 

In other words, Lens of thou- 
sands who file these cases ure 
forced to wait several yearg 
before their cases are proceseed. 
Many are foreed to accept their 
seuk’ments rather than u just 
ropayment for racial abuse, while 
stil! nthers have had their files 
purposely destroyed. Some 


complaints are siniply rejecied 
without &ny type of mvesd gallon. 

Former EEOC Ch&irman 
Lowell H. Ferry, appointed in 
1975. testified before the House 
Sübcommittee and said that be 
nol only found that region&J 
EEOC offices could not jusfify the 
backlog of complaints, buL also 
that they deliberately vidated the 
rights of *frorkërs whö file com¬ 
plaints. 

Fom made a spot inspeetion of 
21 of the 32 offices. He found that 


15 of the offices simply got rid of 
diserim matton complaints by 
dismiss ing Lhem out of hand or by 
dosing the cases prematurely. 
SoveraJ of the offices, he noted, 
made it a practtce tö pressure 
werkers to accept settlements for 
much less than whal was actunliv 
due to them. Thïs experience 
caused Ferry to resign in disgust. 

Some of the EEÖC offices* 
Ferry lostïlïed, wem so for as to 
destroy files or alter them m such 
a way as to deprive the workers of 
theii legitimate right to Üle 3 
eomplairU, The Guardian pointed 
out that most of the officials and 
attorneys in regtonal offices have 
personaj, polïticol or social 
relati onships with employers. 
reaclionary union officers or thesr 
attorncys, 

Workers who file dïscrimma- 
lion complaints whtch eveniuallv 
reacli the processing slage nre, in 
many cases, the victims of 
consent deerees w<srked out over 
their heads, the Guardian snid.

i Washington, D.C.t - In a 
series nf orders issued lust week, 
the U.S, Supreme Cnurt side- 
stepped 'Üie issue of compksmts of 
minority groufs mombers that, as 
the last hired T they are always the 
first fired during economie 
slumps. The matter has been left 
to lower federal eouris for review. 

The high court has boen 
ducking Ihe issue of seniority 
Systems that result in dispropor- 
tionate layoffs of newJy hired 
Black» and women as revealed in 
ils refusal lo hear a major test 
case from New Jersey, Both the 
Equal Empioyment Üpportuniiy 
Commission fEEOGï and the 
Justice Department had urged 
the Supreme Court lü hear the 
New Jersey case and resolve what 
ihe EEOC called “the most 
pressing problem in employment 
discrimingtion law" Loday* 
JUsncEs 

Thejustices* however, decided 
that the U.S, CüprL of Appeals in 
Phlladelphia should first restudy 
the matter in light of the high 
court's most recent pronounce- 
inent on job diseriminatiön, Tliis 
ruling States thaL Blucks denied 
jobs because of their race should 
be grïintod special seniority 
rights anti moved ahead of White 
workers who uere hErtrcl in their 
place, 

hhe New Jersey case, however, 
gocs a step further, involving nol 
only workers who we re person aüy 
subjected to discrimination, but 
also employees who deninnd the 
rightlo extra seniority because nf 
the Jersey Centra] Power and 
Light Compmxy s historie dïs- 
crimiriüLson ngaïnst Black» as <1 
cEass — although ihe [jlnlnüffs 
themselves were never lurned 
dowTi. Without this '‘construct!vo 
seniority,” Ehe EEOC says, so 
many minority group mombers 
will be Eaid off during hord times 
that alt their recent gains will be 
lost. 

The Jusiice Department op- 
I>o.hl?.s the EEOC position, arguing 
that it wfould aiuount lo preferen- 
tifll treatment of 13 Jacks and 
minorilies, 

However the appellate court 
i'ules, it ïa likely that the issue will 
return again to the Supreme

But I took a 
portable radio along and put it on 
the front step to listen for news;

About nqon a bulletin imer- 
rupted the radio program, U told 
of brothers at the capilol with 
weapons, My mother called out to 
Ene tli ut all ehannels we re show- 
ing the evenl I ran ïnlü the 
house, and the re was Bobby 
roading the mandate. 

The message was definitdy 
going pui. Bobby read it twice, 
bul the press and the people 
assembled were so amazed at the 
Black Panthers' prosence, and 
particularly tltt weapons, that 
few appearud to hé ar the impor¬ 
tant thing. Tbcy werd enneen- 
trating on the weapons. We had 
hoped that aftcr the weapons 
gained their attontion tbey would 
listen Ln the message. 

Later, another bulletin cnme on 
sa ving ihaL the brothers had been 
arrested. Bobby for carrving a 
conceaJed weapon — ahhough 
he wjm wearing his gun openh on 
his hip. Some of the ether 
brothers were charged wiih fail 
ing to re move the rounds trom Llie 
chambers of thLÓr guns when they 
put ihtir weapons back in the car. 

I got on the phone and finally 
made contact with one of the 
Black Panther womea who had 
gone along.

1 think our tactjc 
at Sccramento was correct at that 
time* but U was ulso u mistake in 
a w ay ft ivas the first time in our 
brief exisience ihal an armed 
groupof Black Tanthcrs had been 
arrested, and it was o Lurning 
point in police perceptïons. 

VVe Look the arrests bccause we 
had b higher purpose, Bui it was 
not until th<m that the police 
starled attcmpüng to disarm the 
Party. Thcy leveled shotguns on 
the brothers, handeuffed them, 
and generally pushed thern 
tu-ound. I had given orders tiol to 
fire unles^ fired upon. Moybe the 
order shoukl have been to fire on 
everybody in there: then tbey 
wou ld have realized w^e were 
serious, 

But our purpose w r as nol to kilk 
it w'as to iiiform, to let the nation 
know r where the Party stood. 

The police, b o wever, took it to 
mean that the Party was only ö 
front with weapons, that we 
vvould not defend ourselves This 
attitude caused a number of 
problems for üs, and it took some 
time to rostore cauüon to the 
police aflet Sacramento. Now, 
everything is as it used to be T 
becauao they know thcy wil] have 
a fight on their hands if Lhey trv to 
altack us. 

Sacramento wa,s certainly a 
successi however, in au meting

More planned, cooperative 
hnusing, with senior citizens nol put off into 
institutional-type housing, buit with the 
generations continuing lo intormïx. I think that 
ought to be dealt with. You may not know r r 
beïnga young man, that there used to be what 
we catled “the extended family"■ — the 
grandmethers w-ere around. not isoloted from 
their grande hi ld ren, We need to keep that kind 
of hLiman imemetion. H is good for the chiJd 
becausc it provided that stabüity, and good for 
the grandmotherand the gmodfather. I om not 
saying they shoulci have eight hours of it p 
because the ehïldreii could run thëiïi crazy. 
They should be able to go off to some placé ïo 
have their peace and lo be with other senior 
csLLcen^ but thai ivould be at the ree room 
where the senior citizens would go And 
children necd to be rdieved of mothers, 
fathers, and senior citizens. Thcrefore, they 
w r ould go off to iheir kind of recrention area. 

Q: Is ihis uil part of the new town concept? 
GEORGE: Yes, Also, what would be part of 
the new town is this: the cooperative kousing 
and the prïde. Then you would have néighbor 
pmtectïng neighbor against crime, preventing 
crime, That m$ans the w^hole neighborhood 
and the series of neighborhoeds w-ould be 


organüed in such a fashion that they would 
apply che sanctions to proleet, because police 
just aren't adequate enough to prevent crime. 

Q: Are you saying there should be more 
police? 

GEORGE; No, it is not that there should 
more police. What Fm saying is that citizens 
should stop relying on the police os if the police 
can do the job of preveming crime, 

Q: You seern to be advocating a form of 
community education, not a formal educalion, 
SO much as a program for people coming 
together in forum situ&tions, geuing together 
to talk about the common problems they have. 
Is that part of the new r town? 

GEORGE; Thïs w r ould be part of the new 4 
town , the bazaar of ideas — some people calj it 
the marketplace of ideas. I’m talking about 
having these little family coopemiive stores, 
the crafts stores, the drama of the neighbor* 
hood, the poelry r readings, the art, teaching 
chüdrén how to be photogrflphers and writers; 
and all those things that are relevant to 
people's lives. All of that can develop in the 
' 'new r town in town. '' 

lt is rcally a recycling of the city — economie 
growth without physical expansion. 

Q; How is your campaign going? ] 
un der stand you have receivcd a numbar of 
very prestigious endorsemenis? 

GEORGE: Let me pul it this way. We all 
know 4 that on June 8 the endorsement of the 
people is the most prestigieus and the most 
important.

(Luanda, Angola) - Almost 
100,000 Angolan workers repre- 
senting all sectors of Angolan life

gathered togethör May 1 to 
celebrate the first May Day in the 
nëwly independent People r s 
Republic of Angola.

African sun, column after column

Cuban Troops Begin Withdrowol From Angola 

(Luxembourg) - Kesponding to a dedsion by the MPLA-led 
govemment of the People's Republic of Angola. Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Gastro nnnounced last w r eek that troops from his 
country have begun withdrawmg from Angola at the rate of 200 per 
week — which should cut the estimated 15,000 Cuban troops 
prcsently in the West African nation in half by the énd of the year. 

Prime Minister Castro made the formaJ amiouncement of Cuban 
troop withdrawaJs from Angola — which was eonfinned later in the 
I week by the Angolan govemment — in n letter written to Swedish 
Prime Minister Olaf Polme timed to coincide with U.S. Secret&ry of 
State Henry Kissinger'y visit to Sweden last week Pnime read the 
letter to Kissinger and later sent him a copy of it, The U.S. has 
refused to rccognïze the MPLA govemment be-cause of the Cuban 
troops' presence. 

In his letter to Palme, Castro aaid that Cuba had no intentkm of 
sending troops to other counlries in Southern Africa or in Lat in 
America to aid liberation struggles. l T do not wisli to become the 
crusader of the 20th century/ 1 Castro was said to have wriLten, 

In Luanda, Angola, Luis de Almeida, director of Information for 
the Angolan govemment, said, ,H The People's Kepubtic of Angola 
ftppcaled lo Cuba for help against the South Africnn invasion last fall 
and haa now decided that the situation is aufficiently under contrei 
that the Cuban troops can begin to withdraw.'' _ _

dimension of South Africa and 
redu eed the myth of its military 
superiority to ashes, South Africa 
ïtselï hos created the conditions 
for the devetopmertt of struggle in 
Namibia, where it was stagnat- 
ing. lt lit a hre in Angola. In its 
retreat ïnlo Namibia, it brougbt 

back the fïre with it. And if it 
con-.inues to carry out aggressive

Q: Wh al kind of struggle do 
you believe the Rhodesian na¬ 
tionalist s should wage? 

MACH EL: A great deal of 
confüsion stilt exists today con- 
ccming the correct dcfiniüon of 
the enemy, ïi is stilt explained in 
terms: of Whites and Blacks. Only 
a pcople’s war will make it 
possi ble lo defïne the enemy in 
terms other than color and race, 
All Hhodesians, Rlacks and 
Whites, will Lhen discover that 
this fight is a class struggle which 
opposes the exploiters to the 
explcited, the oppressors to the 
oppressed. That this is s libera- 
lion war which must not onJy 
liberale people, but also liberates 
ways of thought. 

The essenlial probkm in Rho- 
desia loday is that of a mental 
decolonization. the end of the 
Whites' superiorjty complex and 
the Blacks' mferiority complex. 
On the oi her hand, the people ? s 
war. by uniting the masses and 


the eombatanls, ailow r s for the 
elaboration of a common way of 
thinking. From this common way 
of thinking can arise a defmition 
of the target r the objectives. as 
well as a leudership. 


Finally, in the lïberated zones 
in the people's w r ar new founda¬ 



tions will be const ructief on which 
the new state will_be built, and a 
new type of relations between 
the people wulf be born, This war, 
because it will be a people's war, 
will be long. 

Q: What meaning do you gjve 
to your poticv of nonalignment? 

MACHEL: We conceive of 
nonalignment as the constitution 
of a large anti-ïmperialist front of 
all States which do not befong to 
military bloeks, Therefore, a front 
of statos which co me together to 
impose equalily in international 
relations and their rirrht to use the 


resources of their countries to the 
profit of their people. We want nn 
active nonaligmnent. 

Q: You have declared that 
FRELIMO has grown from crisis 
to crisis. Are other crises inevit- 
able? 

Machel: A crisis is perma¬ 
nent, It alone öJlows us to 
ad va nee and to distinguïsh what 
is correct from what is erroncous. 
The struggle is against Lhose who 
want to serve their persona! 
interest®, Class struggle is inevit- 
able and permanent. It alone 
permits the destructicm of old 
pattems, traditionalist and an-

One aspect from the old 
I schools of martsal arts (particu- 
J larly Asi&n schools of Chinese 
I boxing) was that of e novice, or 
I ari y persen seeking apprentice- 
I ship in a craft, being accepted as 
I a disciple, The term pai-shih 
I literally Iranslates,, "to pay 
| one's respects to a master to 
I seek for Information or in- 
I structron." Nevertheless, it 
I must be pointed out that net 
J every novice was given the 
I OppOrtUnity to perform the 
I ceremony. 

First of all, il's necess&ry to 
I examine the various Cündilions 
I and aspects in which Kung-fu 
I instruction is given, as a master 
I may be employed in a number of 
I ways. A master couid be hired 
I os an armed bodyguard by the 
J rich, by a guild or society. In this 
] capacity, the instruction that he 
I may have elccted to give was 
I rather minimal as it was for a 
I group of young men who would 
I serve under him as guards or 
Iwatchmen. In such type of 
| employment. the master would 
j not considcr the use of the 
| pai-shih rites, as he migbt leave 
I that employment nt any time. 

A second type of employment 
I has itthat the master is retained 
I by a viliage or wealthy house- 
Ihold for the sole purpose of 
I giving instruction to their 
Imembership. In such a circum- 
Istancé, since the master is paid 
Ito instruct all membcrs, he 
I would considèr this as tem- 
Iporary employment, and he may 
Inot elect to exercise the cere- 
Imünies. In the event that the 
Jmaster found one of hi$ papils to 
(have the proper aptitudc and 
I attitude , he may have the 
I pai-shih performed. 

The selection of disciples to 
Ireceive training from various 
I masters throughout old China 
led to many of the skills and 
methode of styles and Systems 
being taken io the grave. A 
moster who was feorful of 
eamest studcnls surpassing his 
abilities and moving on else- 
where in search of knowledge 
Simited many a pupil from 
aUaining proficiency in the 
master's selected style. 

The practica of the master- 
disciple rdationship was often 
one of ö lifetime. The student 
Iowed his life to that master and 
for all intents and purposes, the 
L?P aster ownod the student.

HOUSTON McTEAR WORKING TOWARD 
OLYMPIC GOLD' "jMBMMmmma* 

MEDAL 


(Baker, Fla.) - Black teenage 
track sensation Houston McTear, 
only 19, has set his sights on an 
Olympic medal in the 100 meter 
dash bul wil! face stiff competi- 
tion from other world class 
sprinters. 

Young McTear became famous 
almost ovemighl wheti he ran a 
nine flat hundred at the Florida 
State High School championships 
in 1975. Accordmg to 1972 
Eussian Olympic gold medalist 
{100 and 200 meters) Valerie 
Borzov, "He (McTear) is the best 
America has in the shortsprints.' * 
Among track experts it is gen- 
eralty conceded thaL he has the 
fastest start of any sprinter who 
has ever run the 100 meter dash. 

A victory by McTear at the 
ülympics would offïcïally make 
him "The Fastest Human On 
Earth," but he will be challenged 
by the likes of Steve Williams 
from the US.. Don Quariue 
from Jamaica, SiWio Leonard 
from Cuba and Borzov. Vet young 
McTear is quite confident he can 
rise toihe occasion. 

When asked if he was worried 
«bout the QJympics, he pro- 
claimed, "What's to be w'orried 
«bout? I knmv they'Jl be coming 
to kick my butt, but they‘11 have 
to go because The Kïd r (his 
nickname) is gonna nlready be 
out there." Confident of his 
ligbtning start, McTear went on 
to say. "They know r theyll have 
to come out therc and get me. I 
don’L have to get them, that's 
why ï’m not worried, Anyway, if 
anybody beats me in the prelimi- 


them where Vm coming from in 
the finals." 

The only sprinter to ever beat 
him twiee in the 100 meter dash 
has been Steve Williams. In both 
races McTear had total control of 
the first 60 yards only to have 
WtÜiams catch hfm fit the 105- 
yard mark and nip him at the 
tape. Despite this, however, he 
has been "‘calling out" Williams 
for an other showdown, preferably 
in Montreal. 

All of McTea^’s achievements 
have been made with the barest 
of facilities to train with, forcing 
him to rdy mainiy on his natural 
ability.

track was in the ninth grade. 
Running with no track shoes or 
storting blocks he ran a 9.8, 
which was extremety fast for his 
age. 

He has been offered a myriad 
of deals from countiess different 
colleges and is now scheduled to 
attend FJorida LFniversity this fall 
on a fuil scholarship. One school 
had offered him a car. a new 
home for his family and lo pul all 
of his brothers and sisters 
through college, according to 
McTear. But he refused those 
offers. 

"All I wanted was a plain old 
fuil scholarship," said McTear, 
"I wanted guarantee that if \ got 
hurt playing football, the scholar- 
'ship would get me through 
school. 11 It takes a lot for McTear 
to say this bec&use his family is 
struggllng through very hard 
times since his father suffered a 
stroke at the sawmiÜ where he 
worked, Although he escaped 
paralysis. he is unable to work, 
leaving his family with rui incomc 
save a trust fund which wasset up 
by McTear s track coach.

Neto reiterated a theme in his 
May Day speech whïch has 
dominaifcd his speeches and the 
prodamaüons of other movement 
leaders in past weeks. Noting that 
Angola faced serieus problcms in
